They 
will contribute liberally towards 
establishing a through line of 
fast anii,cpnin>odioua. boats, and I am 
informed by the very best authority 
that such a line of steamers properly 
conRtructed and managed will be one 
of tho best invostmonta now lying open, 
as we have not. a fast boat in the coun 
tfcyj'antllwsarqoiy.otie that ^an rUniib 
Yale at all stages of tho water with the 
amount of steam limited by govern- 
ment. I am also credibly informed 
that boats can he built that will run at 
all seasons" of tho year when the river 
is free from ice with 100 lbs. of steam, 
or even less, by giving thera larger 
cylinders, which adds only very little to 
the, cost, and causes less wear and tear 
to boilt-rs and engines. We are all 
aware of the importance and advantage 
derived from a through lino of boats, 
and I think that Victoria ou{;ht to be 
alive'to such a project as it is the only 
salvation for Victoria to maintain her 
commeroial' supremacy.

A Sroat Undortakins— Brlnslntr tlio 
Fxo&uoo of the Z&terior Witbin 
Easy Heaoh of tlie:.aoast,',' 

Tlio stonmcr Peerless, just finished nt 
Jvamloop.s, and built by Mr. A. Watson 
(ship carpenter) of tliis city, is, as regards 
speed and draft, the most successful boat 
of lier class yet built in the province. Her 
dimonsiona aro : Length 131 foot ; beam 
25 feet ; depth of hold 4 foot 6 inches. 
She has 16 watertight cnmpurtments, and 
with stores and fuel on board draws bo- 
twoon 17 and 18 inches of water with a 
speed of 18 knots an hour. Tt is expect- 
ed that with such a boat as this the navi- 
gation of the Thompson river from Ni- 
eomin to Savona Furry, with a few im- 
provements in I lie Black Cafion, whicli 
may be efFectud at a small exponso, will bo 
fully demonstrated. With tho iniprovo- 
ments referred to, at a cost to tho Domin- 
ion government of not more than §0,000, 
this piece of water will bo rendered navi- 
gable and 50 miles will bo added to the 
present beautiful strotch of navigation 
from Savona Perry to Spellamaclieen, 
making in .ill 200 miles through tho be.'it 
agricultural and grazing lands of tho pro- 
vince, besides giving a water stretch of 
125 miles up tho North Thompson river 
along tho line of railwaj^, thus bringing 
tho produce of that section of the pro- 
vince by water to within 70 miles of Yale. 
But this is not the only good that will bo 
effected by the success of this steamer, for 
it will bo demonstr.ated th.it a canal 
should bo out from the head of navigation 
on the Spellemacheen to Okanagan Lake, 
n diatance of IS^iiniles^ through a' swaimp, 
by means of which there wul bo added 
another 75 mile.s to the present 200 miles, 
making in all a navicable stretch of water 
•of nearly 300 miles through the garden of 
British Columbia. 

Tho attention of tho Dominion govern- 
ment should certainly be drawn to tho 
advantages that would accrue from the 
small oxpondituro required to open up 
this section of tho country to navigation 
and by promoting tho settlemont of the 
interior they woul donhanco tho value of 
the railway lands. 

The Fikb at Me, McHuoh's; Farm.—

Saanich peninsula. With tho exception 
of the few animals .and articles noted on 
Sunday as having been saved, the whole 
of the harvest was swept away with four 
extensive buildings.

Zaohariah Richardaon (colored) charged 
by Sorgt. Bloomfiold with allowing tho 
chimDoj' in a tenement occupied by him 
on Humboldt street to take fire on tho 
night of the ICth inst., in violation of 
section 5 of tho "Municipal bylaw for the 
protection of tho City against fire." 

Tho defendant pleaded not guilty .and 
stated that ho threw water on tho fire and 
extinguished it. 

Sorgt. Bloomfield, having sworn to the 
truth of his information, testified to';h oar- 
ing tho alarm sounded at about 10.30 
o'clock and that as soon as possible ho 
and Chief Engineer Phillips visited tho 
tenement roforrod to. Tho firo had boon 
put out, but there waa soot falling down 
tho chimney in flakes on firo. 

Chief Engineer Phillips dopoaed that as 
quickly as possible after the alum waa 
sounded the three comp.inies of the de- 
pftrtmont turned out and proceeded to tho 
locality of tho fire on Humboldt street. 
It was roportml to him that tho chimney 
had been on fire, but, having ascertained 
that the fire had been extinguished, he 
sent tho apparatus back. Accompanied 
Sergt. Bloomfield to tho tonement and 
saw tho dofoudaut, who said there had 
boon no firo. A person told witness that 
tho flames wore coming out of tho chim- 
ney six or seven foot hitth. Saw buriuug 
flakes of soot f.ill down the chimney. 

Tho chief engineer asked his Honor to 
deal leniently with tho defendant, as he 
was a hard-working laboring man. 

His Honor said that tho bylaw gave 
him power to impcso a 7iuij;ii)nnu penalty 
of only ,£'5, which appeared to him a very 
small fine when tho o.xpenao incurred by 
tho department every time an alarm in 
sounded was taken into con.sidoratiou. 

Tho chief engineer .said tho defendant 
was nut in a position to pay tho full pen- 
alty and askod tliat tho lino imposed bo 
only nominal. 

His Honor then imposed a fine of §2.50 
which the defendant paid. 

Stanislaus, an Oregon Indian, charged 
with reaiating Constable O'Connor whilst 
in tho diaohaigo of hia duty on Sunday 
la.st, was fined §20 ; in default two months' 
imprisonment.

Henry Masse, a Russian, on remand, 
cliargod with tho wilful murder of Wm.

Jacob Chapman, deputy .sherifl" of Port

Thomas Martin was sworn and" deposed 
aa follows; — I am a boatman and reside 
at Port Townsond; was in Hunt's saloon 
at Port Townsond about tho 21st August 
last and hearing a noise outside I wont 
out and I saw the prisoner and tho do- 
coasod, Win. L.iwronco, amongst a crowd. 
Tho deceased was standing close to. a post 
of the verandah and tho prisoner "was in 
front of him. I waa about four feet be- 
hind tho deceased and saw Masso give 
him a succession of punches in tho stom- 
ach. Tho deceased w.is not knocked down 
or staggered. A ship-mate of tho deoeaaod 
walked up and said to deceased: "Why 
don't you go for him !" meaning theipris-'; 

oner, ' 'Du you take that from a 

Russian?" Tho deceased replied "I've 
hurt my arm," and with that tho Russian 
rushed past both of us into tho saloon, 
made a noise and then rushed out again 
made a dive at the back of Lawrence who 
\vB.B Still standing with his back to tho 
post. This drove Lawrence into tho street. 
I immediately ran for the prisoner and told 
him to behave hinisolf and got him quiet- 
ed a little. He then said: "If any more 

than one conies at me I'll uso my 

knife." I saw then that lie had a 

knife in his hand with a blade about three 
inches long. I grabbed him and tussled 
with him so as to get the knife. Wo fell 
down and I still held on to hia wrist and 
endeavored to wrench the knife from him 
but did not succeed. When wo got up tho 
knife was gone. After this I saw tho de- 
ceased lying on the ground. He wna tak- 
en into Dr. Minor's office and I saw his 
dead body the next morning. There were 
ten or elovon stabs about his body and

and there was a deep stab in that.
